The  Mobile  X<«Ray  team  attends  Falmouth  Welfare  Clinic  twice  monthly 
for  referred  cases  from  Doctors  and  for  carrying  out  further  tests 
on  students  and  children  found  to  have  a positive  reaction  to  the 
Heaf  Skin  Test^  and  for  the  general  public » 

As  regards  long  term  immigrants  who  enter  this  Health  Area,  all  are 
visited  by  a Health  Visitor  soon  after  arrival,  and  after  regist- 
ration with  a Family  Doctor  are  persuaded  to  have  their  chest 
X-Rayed,  as  a precaution  against  tuberculosiso  As  immigrants  often 
come  from  countries  where  the  incidence  to  tuberculosis  is  much 
higher  than  here,  this  safeguard  of  the  immigrant  seeking  work  in 
this  country  is  essential  if  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  this 
country  is  to  be  further  reduced®  Thirty- two  immigrants  from 
thirteen  countries  gave  an  address  in  this  Health  Area  as  their 
first  destination  on  arrival  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1970<»  Most 
of  them  were  employed  in  the  catering  trade®

Two  Health  Visitors  spend  much  of  their  time  in  the  Prevention, 

Care  and  After-Care  Service  associated  with  Tuberculosis,  and  the 
regular  follow-up  of  cases  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a sputiom 
negative  state  under  continuous  chemotherapy  on  a domiciliary 
basis  is  of  vital  importance®

Mr®  Mayor I Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Onoe  again  in  presenting  my  report  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  some 
progress  has  Been  made  with  the  rehousing  of  slum  clearance  families  and 
only  9 families  remain  to  housed,  although  it  is  disappointing  that  the 
Clearance  Order  for  High  Street  cannot  be  implemented  because  2 families 
have  not  yet  been  rehoused  and  the  property  continues  to  deteriorate  to 
the  detriment  of  High  Street* 

Little  progress  can  be  reported  regarding  the  provision  of  a new 
tipping  area  for  refuse  as  the  tenth  area  to  be  investigated  for  this 
purpose  appears  to  be  meeting  with  insnmiountable  objeotionss  A fwther 
sit^  is  nm  being  investigated  end^  if  se^tiefaetefy,  plinning  panmieiinn 
will  be  soufhti  Meentime  the  present  refuse  tip,  with  m estimated  life 
of  only  4 years  maximum,  oontinuei  to  eauee  oonoern  due  te  the  oloee 
pro3cimity  of  the  housti  whioh  are  oonetuntly  beoeming  oookreaoh  Infeeted, 
despite  rigoroue  treatment  and  the  introduotion  of  traps  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  tip  near  the  houses# 

Local  publicity  and  to  some  extent,  national  publicity,  whioh  was 
given  to  the  increased  improvement  grants  certainly  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  grants  made  though  the  response  was  not  up  to  expectation*  However, 
the  number  of  grants  made  will  always  be  limited  by  the  number  of  premises 
whioh  local  builders  can  deal  with  in  any  year*

Sewerage 

Disposal  of  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  is  by  means 
of  sea  outfalls  at  Middle  Point,  Gyllyngvase  and  Pennance  Point. 

At  four  positions  the  sewage  is  raised  to  higher  levels  namely, 

North  Parade,  Prince  of  Wales’  Pier,  Dock  & Railway  Hotel,  and  the 
rear  of  Swanpoolo  Sewage  ejectors  are  employed  for  this  purpose. 

Tile  Falmouth  Borough  Coioncil  receives  sewage  from  Penryn  and 
from  the  village  of  Mabe  into  its  main  sewer  to  the  south  of 
Trsscobeas  Road  whence  it  flows  via  the  Swanvale  valley  trunk  sewer 
tc  the  works  at  Swanvale  and  thence  to  sea  at  Pennance  Point. 

The  Coimcil  has  adopted  its  Consulting  Engineers’  report  on 
improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  in  the  western  part  of  the 
Boro ugh o These  will  include  the  abandonment  of  the  sea  outfall  at 
Swanpool  Point  and  the  diversion  of  sewage  from  there  to  the  Pennance 
Point  outfall. 


A Contract  was  let  in  October  1970,  by  Kerrier  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  main  drainage  of  Budock  and  Mawnan  which  will  include 
pumping  stations  at  Maenporth  and  Pennance  Mill  and  tidal  storage  tanks 
at  Pennance  Millo  Tiie  latter  are  also  to  be  used  by  this  Council  in 
connection  wdth  the  drainage  of  nearby  parts  of  the  Borough.  Sewage 
from  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  Co'uncil  Scheme  is  to  be  discharged  via 
this  Council ’s  sea  outfall  at  Pennance  Point.

'0  visits  were  made  to  council  houses ^ at  the  request  of  the 
Borough  Durveyor^s  Department ^ to  ascertain  obscure  causes  of  d<airipnesso 
In  ihe  great  majority  of  cases  condensation  was  the  causative  factor « 
Tnis  part  of  the  comtry  has  very  high  humidity  readings  during  its 
miici  winterso  Records  kept  by  the  official  Weather  Observer  show  that 
in  one  month  the  temperature  varied  between  38^  and  52^  Pahre.nheit 
and  the  relative  humidity  between  8l  and  100^o

251  visits  were  made  by  public  health  inspectors  to  premises  regarding 
di  s in  f e s t a t i on « 

53  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  regarding  insect  pests®  In 
addition  28  wasps”  nests  were  destroyed  by  the  Rodent  OperatiTe^  including 
16  on  private  land  for  which  a charge  was  made® 

Tlie  main  causes  of  complaint  were  cluster  flies,  fleas,  wood  lice  and 
cockroaches  and  37  premises  were  treated®  In  other  cases  the  occupants 
were  advised  on  treatment® 

1 1 council  houses  were  disinfested  on  becoming  empty,  as  a precautionary 
measure® 


RODENT  CONTROL 

238  premises  were  treated  against  rats  and  25  against  mice.  Coumarin 
derivatives  were  the  main  poisoning  agents  used®

health  inspectors. 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
followed  by  two  maintenance  treatments  at  six  monthly  intervals®  In  all 
209  manholes  were  baited  and  I7  ’”takes””  were  recorded. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 


Byelaws  for  the  control  of  swimming  pools  open  to  the  public  were 
introduced  in  1966  to  ensure  hygienic  conditions  in  the  one  swimming  pool 
(excluding  schools)  in  the  Borough®  19  visits  were  made  and  32  tests 
carried  out  for  chlorine  content  and  pH  value  of  the  water®  The  attendant
